Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimer filed on June 15, 2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
Application 09/818,466, now issued U.S. patent 7,250,174, has been reviewed and is 
accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
invention of the instant application was found free of the prior art. The closest prior art, 
Shimono et al. (US Patent 5,290,544), does not disclose nor fairly teach or suggest the 
instantly claimed method for preserving cosmetic compositions comprising adding 
bioactive glass particles that do not contain any Ag + ,Cu +2 ,Cu + or Zn + cations. None of 
the cited references teach the instant method of preserving cosmetic compositions.
